likely to bo confronted with now meth- 
ods and blamed for doing her work uft- 
er a system which she has laboriously 
acquired at her last situation. She is a 
machine upon which each succeeding 
mistress imposes her own pet theories, 
to the exclusion of nil others. Without 
reference to results 'sbo is compelled to 
change her method of handling the 
broom, bnilrliiig fires, attending to the 
bedchambers, etc., and because she is 
awkward at doing things iu a new way 
she is probably upbraided aud told that 
6be does not know her business. If 
Bridget is quick tempered, she may re- 
sent this injustice, and then she is dis- 
charged without a 'character,' and ,her 
late mistress has another opportunity of 
confiding to her friends her troubles 
over the everlasting 'servant girl prob- 
lem.1 


"But Bridget is the oue to be pitied. 


She is confronted by the more difficult 
problem of how to conform to the rules 
and whims of every new mistress under 
whose orders she may find herself. She 
knows how to do her work if let alone, 
and she proves this if she is fortunate 
enough to bo employed by a housekeeper 
who is broad minded and tactful enough 
to give her a fair chance. The woman 
who does not interfere unnecessarily 
with the work of her servants—who 
judges their work by results, who speaks 
to them gently and treats them with 
consideration—seldom has trouble in 
getting faithful servants and keeping 
them. The display of a little tact, a lit- 
tle judgment, a little kindness, will of- 
ten, save the housekeeper much useless 
worry and vexation of spirit.''

Pay of Old Time Architects. 


As near as we cau discover the archi- 


tect of "ye oldcu tyrno" did not receive 
for his services a very exorbitant sura. 
Recently some members of the French 
school at Dclpbi unearthed several slabs 
of marble which bear inscriptions of 
great interest, datiug as they do from 
the fourth century before Christ. The 
inscriptions, which cover about 200 
lines, give the price of work for build- 
iiig operations in Greece at the period 
named, and from them we learn that au 
architect was paid at the rato of $150 
per annum or less. 
This was little 


enough surely, even if its purchasing 
power is multiplied, as ifc should be, 
five or six times. Sir Christopher "Wren 
received for his services the magnificent 
snin of $1,000 per year for more than 20 
years while rebuilding London. His 
head draftsman received about $300 per 
year, while assistants received from 
$30 to $125 per year. French and Ger- 
man architects were not even so well 
paid at the same period. Bad as tbis 
was, it was better than the remunera- 
tion many of the older architects re- 
ceived, for iu the far east if an artist 
made a noblo design and erected a build- 
ing worthy of admiration bis chances of 
being "suddenly removed" by order of 
the king were many. This step was 
taken in order to prevent a rival king 
from obtaining the services of an archi- 
tect who might be ablo to so improve 
bis plans that a finer and nobler build- 
ing would be executed.—Architecture 
and Bnildiug. 


PRINCETON'S SILENT JEHUS. 


their Ingenuity In Getting Around » Lo- 


cal Hooiier Ordinance. 


"As I stopped to change cars at 


Princeton, Ind.," said a gentleman who 
has just arrived in tbe city from Ken- 
tucky, "I was greatly puzzled at the 
Bight which met my eyes. Though my 
home is near Princeton, I had never 
been in the town before and I had no 
personal knowledge of the people who 
lived there. There was great silence at 
the railway station, and, though many 
persons were moving about, no one ut- 
tered a word. 'Is it a town of deaf 
mutes?' I said to myself. 


"But presently iny eyes were blinded 


by many small mirrors, as it seemed to 
me, casting a dozen shadows iu my eyes 
from the hands of as many burly ne- 
groes. It seemed no matter of fun to 
them to cast these shadows. They were 
grimacing, contorting their faces and 
twisting their fingers in a manner 
strauge to EGG. 'No deaf mutes, but 
lunatics,' I said to myself, and I began 
to look for 'some safe menus of exit. 
But these dumb, grimacing creatures 
were on all sides of tho platform and as 
I advanced oye way or tho other those 
at that point lunged toward me and I 
saw I was a prisoner. 


"It -was a frightful feeling for a few 


moments, and theu a rational explana- 
tion of the scene was made. Conquering 
my timidity, I went boldly to one of 
tho biggest of the black men, and, seiz- 
ing him by the shoulder, I said, as a 
hypnotist might say, ' What do you 
mean by casting shadows in my eyes?', 
The man caught me by the coat sleeve 
and whispered in my ear: Til tell you, ' 
boss, but I has to -whisper, 'cause we 
ain't allowed to talk. You has to come 
to mo. I can't come and git you. They 
•won't let us stand on the platform.' 


"Then I found out that these silent 


rnen had once been the vociferative, 
shouting hackmen who make themselves 
so omnipresent on the platform stations 
of most small towns. The good people 
of Princeton determined to live in peace 
and quidt, and, by act of tho city coun- 
cil, they prohibited the" hackmen from 
using their voices. But even this did 
not abate the nuisance. The hackmen 
•would run up to the train and almost 
carry away their patrons by force. So 
the city council passed a law forbidding 
them to stand on the platform. Deprived 
of speech and power of locomotion, 
these hackmen had a huppy thought.

Contract Has Been Signed With 


Two Companies. 


"WORK WILL BEGIN IMMEDIATELY, 


:<f tb* Maine Ct.n Be Raised nnU Towed 


t» New York a Bonus of One Hiitulrcd 


nd Dollars Will Be Paid In A<1- 
to the Price Agreed Upon For 


the Other Work. 
Washington, Feb. 23.—Judging from 


B. dispatch received here from Captain 
Sigsbee close attention will be given 
to the coal bunkers of the Maine by 


, tte naval court of inquiry at Havana. 


Officials unquestionably have 
been 


for some time preparing for any emer- 
gency that may arise. The Castine 
and Cincinnati are to move much fur- 
ther north to West Indian waters, and 
at Norfolk the monitor 
Terror 
has 


been ordered to be in readiness and 
may be sent to New York later. 


Criticisms lately passed 
upon the 


state of the army and our fortifications 
has caused increased activity in mili- 
tary matters, and to some extent this 
it responsible for reports arriving 
from various quarters of movements 
at army posts. 


Secretary Long completed a con- 


tract with two wrecking companies 
to -wocrk on the Maine. They will be- 
gin at once with 100 men. 
: The terms of contract provide for 


-"xhe payment to thewreckingcompanies 


• ot the sum of $871 per day for their 


regular plant, and an additional pay- 
ment of $500 per day for the use of the 
Monarch while the latter is actually 
"employed. 


It is also provided that the compen- 


sation shall not exceed the sum of 
money ($200,000) appropriated by con- 
gress for this purpose. Finally, it is 
provided that if the companies suc- 
ceed in raising the Maine and towing 
her to New York, they shall receive 
a bonus of $100,000. 


The NutioiKil Desire. 


In view of the large first cost of 


the Maine—about $5,000,000—and the 
national desire that she hall be raised, 
as evidenced by the prompt and unan- 
imous action of congress upon 
the 


joint resolution, Secretary Long be- 
lieves that he is fully justified in mak- 
ing 
the 
above 
terms 
with 
the 


wreckers. 


Probably 
Lieutenant 
Commander 


Wainwright, the executive officer of 
the Maine, now in Havana, will be 
assigned to the dutw of inspecting 
the work as it proceeds. 


The officers o£ the 
two wrerking 


companies said that after the expedi- 
tion was assembled in Havana harbor 
a complete inspection of 
the wreck 


would be made, and the exact line of 
•work determined upon. 


The facilities will be so ample that 


all the divers will be able to work at 
one time on different parts of the 
wreck.' 
Most of the lifting will be 


done by the smaller derrick, which is 
of sufficient capacity for the lighter 
upper works of the Maine, but it will 
take the monster derrick Monarch to 
lift the huge turrets of the Maine and 
the guns movmted within them. 


It is the purpose not to separate the 


big'guns from the turrets, but to lift 
them as a whole. This will be a tre- 
mendous undertaking, as 
the 
com- 


Jbined weight of each turret and guns 
is 166 tons. The Monarch can lift 260 
tons, so there is an ample margin of 
lifting power. 


The wreckers were loath to express 


an opinion as to their ability to raise 
the hull of the Maine. Thoy are hope- 
ful, however, that the ship can be 
brought to the surface. The iron barge 
Lone Star will be used to receive the 
turrets, guns and wreckage, and as 
fast as loads are made up she will be 
towed to the Norfolk navy yard.

ExHiuincg Two Witnesses but fJivcs Out 


Xo Information. 


Havana, Feb. 23.—Lieutenant G. E. 


W. Holman, navigator and ordnance 
officer of the Maine, was examined by 
the court of inquiry at the morning 
session. 
In the afternoon Lieutenant 


Commander R. Wainwright. executive 
officer of the Maine, was culled to the 
witness stand. 


Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 


has been in immediate charge of the 
wreck since the explosion. 


Four divers are at work-—two in the 


forepart of the ship and the others aft. 
The task is most laborious, and the 
men are naturally extremely careful, 
as they have had to work in complete 
darkness, and several have had bail 
falls. 


Nearly all the possible salvage has 


now been made from the cabin nft. 
The 
efforts to reach the ward and 


messrooms arc frustrated by some un- 
known obstacle. It is expected to find 
bodies in those rooms. 


Two cases of 10-inch 
ammunition 


have been found—the one having ex- 
ploded, the other full of powder. These 
•were found forward. 


The work of securing the bodies un- 


der the hatch has been most difficult 
in the dark. The bodies are much mu- 
tilated and sonic are partially burned. 


George Vv". Koebeler of Brooklyn died

interested in any state department than 
that of pure food. 
So that, notwith- 


standing his desire to cut down ex- 
penses, the farmer is found all along 
the line opposing any action that might 
Impair the efficiency of the state dairy 
and food commissioner. 
If Commis- 


sioner Blackburn 
had a member of 


equal power and influence on the other 
side of the capitol he would have no 
trouble in getting a fair appropriation 
for his department, in spite of the 
strong and well-grounded opposition to 
the high expenses of the department. 
Not having such a suporter there, how- 
ever, his appropriation is likely to be 
badly slashed. 


So far the Republicans do not seem 


to have regarded Senator Alexander aa 
their leader. When he offered his fa- 
mous protest against Senator Burke 
and fought to have it placed on the 
journal he was not supported by the 
Republican senators. Last week, when 
Governor Bushnell sent in his recess 
appointments, Senator Alexander led 
In a movement to hold up the appoint- 
ment of a Canton physician to he a 
member of the board of trustees of the 
Cleveland Hospital for the Insane, but 
Induced only one Republican senator to 
vote with him on his motion to refer 
the appointment.

It will 
b« generally conceded th%t he is one of 
the best posted men, so far as the rules 
are concerned, on that side of the sen- 
ate. But for his objectionable habit of

Garfield might have by this time the 
Popularity which, with his other qual- 
ities, might make him the leader of his 
party in the senate. 


Senator Sullivan of Trumbull county 


also aspires to be a leader, but is lack- 
in; in the tact and astuteness which 
are necessary.

The present 
senate will not be in session then—let 
us hope; but if that calamity awaits us 
he would be in no danger of falling to 
secure confirmation. 
The Democrats 


would 
support Kurtz to a man, and 


Senator Burke would vote with them ol 
course. Kurtz will no doubt remain in 
the national committee and be the most 
prominent Republican in Ohio, outside 
of political 
office, for the next two 


years. There is just one thing that he 
is barred from. 
O£ course President 


McKinley could not be induced to. ap- 
point him to any office. 
There Is no 


office within the President's gift, how- 
ever, which he would give to Mr. Kurtz, 
were their relations ever so pleasant, 
that is so desirable as the state oil in- 
spectorship he now holds. And while 
the matter is quite too improbable to 
speculate upon, it is quite likely that 
if Mr. Kurtz should receive an appoint- 
ment that the United States senate 
would have to confirm, his appoint- 
ment would be confirmed In spite of the 
protests of Senator Hanna. 
A little 


contest of this kind would be very In- 
teresting, but we are not likely to be 
entertained by it, for obvious reasons. 


Juggling With Jlesidence. 


It is very apparent that a little legis- 


lation in the matter of legal residence 
would be a salutary thine. Political 
officers and .politicians Juggle with it 
now with entire impunity. In making 
appointments the residence of the can- 
didate is shifted about with entire dis- 
regard of facts. Ex-Auditor B. W. Poe, 
who has not lived outside of Columbus 
for ten years, and has just had his ap- 
pointment as trustee of the Boys' re- 
formatory confirmed, is credited on tho 
record to Wood county. No doubt 
Wood county is properly proud of her 
sons, but it isn't fair to her to bavs her 
quota of appointments used up m this 
-way 
Eli M. West is now steward of 


the state prison, and R. M. Bell of the 
State Institution for the Blind, credited 
to Hocking and Richland counties re- 
spectively, but both have been resi- 
dents and voters In Franklin county 
for years.

tive capacity of a cord of wood. Chem- 
ical experiments are occasionally de- 
velopiug new uses for wood in matters 
remote from its ordinary adaptability, 
and the feature that is exciting a great 
deal of interest just now is the trans- 
formation of wood products into liquids. 
Although tauler the strongest kiud of 
pressure wood yields scarcely any mois- 
ture, by means of heat wood -will evolve 
gases aud liquids of marked poteucy aud 
utility. Iu converting wood into char- 
coal gases and smoke arise which can be 
condensed into pyroligueous acid. It is 
estimated that there is fully 65 per cent 
of this acid in a given quantity of wood, 
aud from it are extracted wood alcohol, 
acetate of lime and wood tars. The al- 
cohol thus obtained is said to be a very 
satisfactory substitute for graiu alcohol 
for mechanical and manufacturing pur- 
poses, aud it cau bo produced at less 
than oue-third of tho cost of the graiu 
alcohol. 


luvcstigatious conducted, with prac- 


tical objects iu view have disclosed 
these interesting facts: A cord of wood 
which weighs 4,000" pounds will yield 
about 2,050 pounds of pyroligueous acid 
and 700 pounds of charcoal;. the acid 
will produce about 9 gallons of 82 per 
cent crude wood alcohol, about 2o gal- 
lons of tar and fully 200 pounds of ace- 
tate of limo. These facts indicate a fu- 
ture for wood outside of the realm of 
fuel aud pulp.—New York Times.

Two Fine R«Mta That Had Slaves to Walt

It was our good fortune to be preseut 


at au important meeting of tho khecl- 
dah at Chihi, on the banks of 
tho 


Gauges, where the Nepaleso government 
had sent dowu their magnificent troop 
of tame elephants for the chase of wild 


ies. They were about 150 iu uuiubor— 
.iguificeut, noble creatures, writes a 


-uutributor to the Boston Journal. 


The two finest among them were the 


"kings" of the troop and were called 
Bijli- Prasad aud Naritm Gaj Prasad. 
Bijli .Prasiul, which means "lord of 
lightning," was such a grand fellow! 
The width of his brows was so great 
that ho conld uot put his heart through 
our hall door, iiud he knows to the 
smallest pome what a mighty creature 
be is. 


Ho and his companion, Nariau Gaj 


Prasad, which means "tho 
peerless 


lord," are provided with two slavo 
elephauts, aud tho only duty of the lat- 
ter is to fetch and provide fodder for 
Bijli aud Narian Gaj. They do their 
duty right well. At early dawu their 
mahouts, or drivers, drive them into 
their juugles, aud they work like real 
slaves. They collect the sweet sugar 
canes, teariug them up by the roots, the 
youug, succuleut .grasses and tender 
leaves aud heap them up iu masses 
which weigh about 300 pounds each. 
These loads are put ou their backs, and 
thrice a day they gladly carry iu their 
burdeus and lay them at the feet of 


We went out by moonlight to seo tho 


latter fed, and any ctiild would eujoy 
the struuge sight. . Firsfc of all tho irm- 
hont makes a great/big cainpfire of twigs 
and brushwood, arid ou it he places a 
large, flat irou dish, supported ou two 
bricks. Then ho takes wheat flour and 
kneads it with water into great round 
flat cakes about au inch thick and twice 
the circumference of a soup plate. 
These caket he bakes on the iron dish. 


We were anxious to taste them, aud 


we found them very good. We punched 
out with our fingers all tho nice brown 
spots aud ate them, piping hot. And to 
rnake up to Bijli and Narian for taking 
part of their supper, we had prepared a 
treat, of which they are particularly 
fond. From tho bazaar we had brought 
great balls of sugar caue jnice boiled 
down and made solid, called "goor" iu 
that country. Each ball was twice the 
eize-of a tennis bail and iu each wheat 
cake or "capati" \ve rolled a lump of 
thia molasses. You should havo seeu 
how the big beasts enjoyed their feed— 
how their' great trunks rested down on 
onr shoulders, always upturned for the 
forthcoming delicacy 1 


Even m Drop of Lemonade I* Sufficient to 


Ituln Their Appearance. 


American girls are foud of pearls and 


have no superstitious fears that they 
mean "tears." It may not be known to 
the possessors of these gems that pearls 
are regarded as "well" or "ill" from a 
jeweler's point of view. 
Like human 


beings, they require fresh air to bo kept 
alive* In other words, they must be 
worn aud not remain too long iu a clos- 
ed case. 
Judges of pearls can toll by 


looking at them whether the gem is 
"lucido" (clear aud healthy), or wheth- 
er it is beginning to bo an invalid. Ex- 
perts talk of pearls "dying, " they some- 
times becoming discolored aud turning 
black. 


A black pearl mny bo a baudsotno 


stone, but it has u'ot tho evanescent 
rainbow suggestions to be seeu iu a 
milky or rosy pearl. Italian women, 
who know a great deal about pearls, 
wear their necklaces and "ropos" con- 
stantly. 
This gives them the light and 


air required by the mysterious forma- 
tions, and yet they are not exposed to 
tho chances of discoloration by being 
touched with acid. 


It is easier to keep pearls iu fair con- 


dition when they are set in a lacepiu 
or in necklaces. 
It is hard to caro for 


them in a finger ring. One must be care- 
ful to remove them not only iu washing 
tho hauils, but they should never bo 
worn when there is likelihood of boiug 
touched by food or driuk. 


About a mouth ago the owner of a 


beautiful pink pearl worn iu a fiugor 
ring was alarmed to find the stone was 
darkening and becoming covered with 
nu opaquo dark crust. She took it to her 
jeweler, who prouounced it a case of 
"scale." Ho told he^r the delicate sub- 
stance had been in contact with some 
acid, and as she insisted this had uot 
happened he reminded her that a drop 
of lemonade would be sufticieut to do 
the mischief. 
She then remembered 


drinking lemonade while the ring was 
on her ungloved hand. 


The only remedy for scale is a remov- 


al of a whole layer of the pearl. This is 
an excessively delicate business, which 
should be done by an expert workman, 
and never undertaken by apprentice 
hands. 
It is a costly business and re- 


duces tho size and value of the pearl 
that must undergo the operation.

Some years ago n French 
engineer proposed to cut a canal from 
the Mediterranean to tho lower desert 
levels, thus creating a now inland sea, 
or, rather, restoring an old one, but for 
eome reason the project was abandoned. 


Local irrigation by means of artesian 


borings is a more judicious expedient, 
and, the English having pointed the 
way in this direction, the French are 
quite likely to follow it. Only a narrow 
desert belt separates their possesaions in 
north and middle Africa, reaching from
